Land that cannot 
reasonably be expected to pro- 
duce twenty-five bushels of corn 
Co the acre had better go into soy 
beans.— Southern Agriculturist.

This rule was 
exactly the opposite of mine, I 
took two cows, full sisters, on 
hearing the rule and bred them 
as follows: one dropped a male 
calf and I bred her the first heat 
and got a heifer, the other cow 
dropped a heifer and I bred her 
the second heat and got a heifer 
I kept on until I raised fivi 
heifers from each cow in succes 
sion. They should be bred the se 
cond, fourth and so on until witi 
calf, when you want the sam< 
sex as the last one. If wan' 
the opposite sex breed the first, 
third and so on. I raised abou' 
twenty calves under this ruU 
with only one miss. All the cowi- 
in this experiment (six in num 
ber ) were daughters or grand- 
daughters of a Shorthorn tha’ 
was pastured with the bull and 
got with calf the first heat am. 
each sex was followed by the op 
posite sex the next year foi 
eight years. Some cows wil 
raise all males, others all fe 
males.
